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DETAILED ACTION - ALLOWANCE 
Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-5 are allowed. All claims thus being allowable, prosecution on the merits is 
closed in this application. A statement of the examiner's reasons for allowance is provided be- 
low in the paragraph which follows below. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention of Lee (KR-2002085681-A) disclosed by applicant as being a representative example 
in the art to which the instant invention pertains. In particular, said improvement provides a 
miniaturized camera lens system for electronic imaging; in which both high resolution and low 
distortion are achieved through the use therein of a particular combination of aspherical lens 
surfaces and an object-side light stop, taken together in a particular refractive power arrange- 
ment described/distinguished by the three conditional relationships included in applicant's sole 
independent claim (Claim 1, Lines 16-18). The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails 
to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of applicant's independent claims, in such a manner 
that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The claimed invention is therefore 
considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious over prior art.
